»nd the sick, of poor widows and or- 
phans, and for all such ministrations to 
Dodily and spiritual needs as may coma 
property within their sphere.' "

PSOVISIOHS FOB TjHEra COHFOBT. 
DurloR tbe diwiUBlon preceding the 


action of Congrw* which selected Chicago 
a§ tbe location at the Colaroblan Espoil- 
tlon ot 1803, there jvras considerable talk 
Kbout the cspachy of the rival cities in the 
matter of btndltcg WK crowds. That such 
an event as tbe World's Colombian Expo- 
sition will necessarily attract ao unpre- 
cedented concourse of people doting tbe 
entire period ol tbe display, ls| beyond 
question. It Is nearly twenty years since 
the Philadelphia 
Oent-ennl.il, *nd 
tbe 


experience of that city proved thut an in- 
ternational exposition held irj America wa& 
the means ot drawing quite aa big crowds 
as such an event held In any ot the Euro- 
pean capitals. Since that dale America 
has progressed with giant strides. Tbe 
great Western States base Increased In 
poi ulatlon and wealth, at a rate which 
even so recently as the date of the Phila- 
delphia Centennial would have been con- 
sidered next to Impossible. The growth 
ot ChicaKO during that period Is but typical 
of tbe development ot tbe West. And in 
regard to the ratio of Chicago's growth. 
statistics show that if such rate of progress 
continue in the next quarter of a century, 
the population of the Western City will be 
excelled only by that ot Jx>udon, the pres- 
ent municipal limits ot Chicago being 
already greater than any other city [n the 
world. 


To lorm an estimate of the probable ex- 
tent of tbe crowd which will make Chicago 
its dwelling-place during tbe period ot the 
Bxpotltlon, it would therefore be hardly 
f}*ir to consider the limit ot the attendance 
tt the Philadelphia Centennial as tbe max- 
imum. Tbe largest number admitted on 
any one day to that Exposition was 274,- 
110; the smallest number, 12,720; the 
average, G2,33.'i. For purposes of approxi- 
mate forecast of tbe demands for room at 
tbe forthcoming Exposition, the attend- 
ance at the tate ifdris Ex-position tarnishes 
better da!a. From May 6 to November 8, 
188!), tbe life of the Paris Exposition, the 
total number of admissions wag 38,149,353, 
or a daily average of 137,28!:'. the largest 
number in a single day belqg 400,000. In 
view of the probable magnitude of tbe Co- 
lumbian Exposition, and the wide-spread 
interest if the display, bot& on tbe part of 
tbe sixty? millions oi Americans and tbe 
manufacturers of foreign countries, it is 
only fair* to expect that the number of 
admission!! will equal those of Paris. 


On the basis of a daily attendance of 


130,000 at the Paris Exposition, It ii esti- 
mated that tbe actual number of foreign 
visitors in the French capital numbered 
1,.WO,C1X>. Presuming that every visitor 
stayed an average of ten days, this wobld 
leave tbe average number of visitors pres- 
ent in the city during the Exposition at 
CO.OOO. But It is admitted tbat during the 
six months while the Exposition was open 
the ^rjtlux of visitors was by no means 
continuously even. 
Monster excursions 


from nl] parts of Europe wonld swell tbe 
daily arrivals io three or even four timea 
the average. Thus it is fair to estimate 
that of the total admissions on the largest 
day, 100,000, a msjority were nor.-re iidenta 
of the French capital. Or, In other wordp, 
that the City of Paris bad at one time Hi 
provide for 200,000 visitors. 


Will Chicago be equal to tlie task of en- 


tertaining 200,000 visitors y 


The natural reply to sucha^query will 


present itself by reference to what Cbicag* 
bas done in the past. On tbe occasion of 
great National Conventions the capabili- 
ties of Chicago hospitality has been tested 
in a manner that may be taben as a basis 
of what willt be done during the Expo- 
sition. The'"lost recent of such gather- 
ing, theliepublican National Convention 
OF 1SSS, oilers tbe most reliable data in 
point. -On that occasion representatives 
from every State la the Union, accom- 
panied by large delegations of citizens at- 
tracted l>y political reasons, or from mo- 
tives of curiosity, made Chicago their 
home for the greater part of H week. KB- 
timatcg based on railroad statistics figured 
the number of visitors present at one time 
at i!00,000,but this is probably an exaggera- 
tion. 
A 'most conservative minimum 


would be one-halt of this nutdber, 100,000. 
But in connection with tbe visitors at tlm 
political gathering, ic is a notable circum- 
stance tbat the proportion of female popu- 
lation wa»i*xceedlngly small and thai tbe 
politicians wbo comprised the assemblage 
made a point of crowding as close to the 
convention hall as possible, Tbe location 
of that meeting place being in tlie heart of 
the city, it followed that the vast majority 
of visitors found quarters almost exclu- 
sively in the hotels. As a natural result 
of such overcrowding in one spot tbere 
were many inconveniences which visitor4* 
willingly accepted, In the shape of cot- 
beds, and several ot them In a single room. 
The rltect ol this was apparent in tbe shape 
ot caricatures which pictured Chicago's 
visitors sleeping in freight cars, wood- 
sheds, cupboards, sidewalks, and In fact 
in every conceivable uncomfortable situa- 
tion *A Inch the facetious invention of hu- 
morous correspondent^ conld imagine. 
But ihe evidence nt lite same correspon- 
dence furnished to a Chicago newspaper 
at the close of the convention dispel ed 
whatever misgivings might exist us to 
Chicago's capacity to care for her guests. 
Moreover, it was sbown on those days 
when Die crowd was thickest, a aurpln- of 
sleeping accommodations were far rent 
la every quarter of the city. 


Criticism, whether humorous or serious, 


however, coQlined itself solely to sleeping 
accommodations. The hotela and restaur- 
ants -were fully equal to tllie demands made 
upon them in Ihewaym cateilng to Ibis 
vast multitude. 
And ib is iquatly true 


that If one-half of tbe visitors had chcsen 
to take tbeir meals outside the botel section 
ot the city, tbere would have been little or 
DO difficulty in supplying their wants at 
the thousands ot boardfnu-houses with n a 
ractus of three or tour miles from ths cen- 
ter ol the ciry. 


All this, however, being more or leas in 


the nature o( conjecture, a few statistics 
may be worth quotlrg In answer to the 
quretiun. How wif] Chicago entertain her 
guests at ibe Expositions Were that event 
to occur in tbe course or the present year 
InttriKl of t»o years heoce, visitors to 
Cblfago would still llml ample accommu- 
dations prepared tor them. la Chicago, 
to-day, tbere are by actual count 1,4«3 
hotels, will] a total capacity for 135,000 
guests. Tlie floating transient population 
of tbe Chicago hotels Is estimated at about 
C.),OCK>, 90 that tbent J>till remains a sur- 
plusage of comforllaDle accommodations 
far 70,000 people. These figures, however, 
do not by any means Include tne possibili- 
ties of hotel accommodation-!, or any such 
Inconveniences as were voluntarily accept 
ed by visitors bo the Republican conven- 
tion of 1388. If tbe capacity ol everf 
hotel In the city were tested, as were the 
down-tow.i hotels on that occasion, It 
would be no exaggeration to say that 
four tlmefc- this number could find sleeping 
accommodations, it la not, however, to 
be expected tbat visitors to an exposition 
will care to put up with tbe same incon- 
veniences as were encountered by tbe pol- 
iticians in attendance at the convention. 
•A visit to the exposition will average at 
least a week, and tbe visitor wbo succeed* 
In viewing all the wonders of the colossal 
display during thattfma will need* be astir 
early and late. Moreover, tbe percentage 
of women wbo will be present at lhe> 
exposition will bear no comparison with I 
the 
tew wbo attended tba political 
convention. 


Crowding, therefore, on tbe pUnKdopt- 
ed at that time will be out of tbe question. 
Outlying hotels will undoubtedly be filled 
throughout tbe lite at the ExpotttloD, 


In addition to the hotels, however, tbe 


facilities ot tbe Western metropolis In car- 
Ing for visitors are Mill more than adequate 
to tbe possible reqalremento. A<woa»r«- 
tlve estimate at the boarding-boose* p I ices 
tbe figures at 18,000, offering accommoda- 
tions for 50,000 visitors. An equal Dum- 
ber ot guestt couM Had rleeplng aoooi 
datlODt in tiie thonundi at tew
